Headlines That Hurt 


SomE folks are beginning to think that lay publicity for dentistry 
in the newspapers and magazines is not entirely a boon. It would 
be if it could be controlled, if organized dentistry were able to 
screen all material before it got too close to the printing press. 
But, of course, that is impossible. Even dental societies’ care- 
fully written releases can be (and are) garbled rather often. 
Newspapermen and magazine writers with the best will in the 
world may turn out copy that makes dentists cringe—copy which 
unfortunately may do some real damage to the cause of dental 
health and the profession’s public relations. 

Newspapermen and magazine writers don’t plan it that way. 
It’s simply that they are dealing with subjects which, naturally, 
they don’t know too much about. Too, there is a natural tendency 
to play up topics which sound like real news—stuff that makes 
headlines. And sometimes that’s not too difficult. Sometimes 
dental society publicity committees unwittingly hand out releases 
made to order for sensational treatment by the newsmen. It is

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easy to overlook the fact that a dental meeting paper which to 
dentists themselves may not be sensational can sound like hot 
stuff to newspapermen and the general public. 

I have been saving a big-city newspaper clipping which is a 
perfect example of this sort of thing. Here is a miniature re- 
production of the black-type headline: 

DENTISTS WARNED ON FEE GOUGING 

Even in this small type it looks menacing, doesn’t it? The story 
itself starts out: “If the dental profession is going to stave oll 
the threat of socialization, it will have to re-evaluate fees, ac- 
cording to a top oral surgeon.” Then the speaker is quoted 
directly, maybe inaccurately, but anyway he is quoted: “To 
charge all the trafic will bear is a disservice to yourself and 
your profession. Men who do this are not doctors, they are 
merchandisers. ” 

The headline and the story created the erroneous impression 
that all dentists need a talking-to, when of course the speaker 
was discussing a small minority. But the man in the street (and 
his wife) wouldn’t understand that. 

Of course, lots of people didn’t read the story. But few can 
have missed the headline—a little billboard. The headline alone 
perhaps did more damage to the profession’s public relations 
than the story itself. Headlines are like that. 

Physicians have publicity perils, too. Dentists aren’t the only 
victims of publicity that backfires, headlines that hurt. Here’s 
a headline clipped the other day. This one topped a story about 
a big state medical society meeting: |

The Pasadena dentist heads some 
1500 members, 300 of whom serve 
on a non-profit, year-round basis, 
on thirty committees, to make this 
spectacular event California’s New 
Year greeting to the world. 

Born in St. Paul, Minnesota, in 
1901, a resident of Pasadena since 
1910, and a participant in innum- 
erable civic, fraternal, and charit- 
able activities, Doctor Gerrie cul- 
minated eighteen years of devoted 
effort in behalf of the Tournament 
Association with his election as 
president. 

Doctor Gerrie received his den- 
tal degree from the University of 
California, having been active in 
student body affairs and a mem- 
ber of Xi Psi Phi, Epsilon Alpha, 
and Omicron Kappa Upsilon. The 
doctor is a thirty-year member of 
the American Dental Association 
and component societies. 

He also recently celebrated the 
thirtieth anniversary of his mar- 
riage to the former Martha Noel of 
Ojai Valley, California. The cou- 
ple have a son, Alfred L. Gerrie, 
Jr., an electronics engineer. 

The world-famous Tournament 
of Roses Parade has been held on 
the streets of Pasadena every New 
Year’s Day since 1890. Originally 
it was a small village celebration 
in which members of the Valley 
Hunt Club of Pasadena would dec- 
orate their buggies and surries 
with flowers grown in their own 
gardens. 
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These early-day families would 
vie with each other to produce 
original floral designs and would 
parade New Year’s morning down 
the main street to the ball park, 
where the rest of the day was spent 
in games and feats of horseman- 
ship. In five years the parade had 
become so famous and the prob- 
lems so numerous, that the Valley 
Hunt Club relinquished its spon- 
sorship to a committee of com- 
munity leaders who formed the 
Tournament of Roses Association. 

It was not long until the Tourn- 
ament no longer could be called a 
Pasadena affair, as neighboring

communities, fraternal organiza- 
tions, and later states and foreign 
nations, joined in entering floats 
in the parade. The parade is now 
limited to 60 major floats, 20 
bands and 200 thoroughbred 
horses. Approximately 1200 per- 
sons ride or march in musical 
units, 

Throughout the years the Tourn- 
ament has maintained high stand- 
ards and allows nothing in the 
way of decorations except fresh 
flowers in their natural colors and 
not dyed. Nothing artificial is per- 
mitted and, in the judging for 
prize awards, the use of roses 
counts heavily in favor of the en- 
try. Each year a theme, submitted 
by the public, is carried out in the 


decorating of floats. This year’s 
theme, “Pages from the Ages.” 
was among 3500 entered in q con- 
test from 150 communities in 
twelve different states. 

As the Tournament Parade 
grew, so did the afternoon sports 
attractions develop from country- 
lot horsemanship to chariot racing 
and, finally, intersectional collegi- 
ate football was introduced to the 
United States. The first game in 
1902 pitted Michigan against Stan- 
ford. The bleacher seats erected 
for the first game ultimately de- 
veloped into the present day Rose 
Bowl, seating 100,188 persons. The 
Rose Bowl success has prompted 
imitators to spring up in other 
cities in all parts of the country. 
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The Tournament is a competi- 
tion, and trophies are awarded for 
the most beautiful floats. Design- 
ing and building the floats is al- 
most a year-round task. Sketches 
are made in the spring, approved 
by midsummer, and construction 
starts in the early fall. 

The float builder starts with a 
bare, stripped-down truck chassis, 
usually extended to a length of 40 
feet. Floats average 20’x40’x171/’ 
in size. Steering is done through a 
peep-hole in the flowers and, in 
some cases, with the help of a 
steersman concealed under the front 
of the float, who gives directions 
to the driver by telephone. 

Over the chassis a wooden 
framework is built. The final shap- 
ing is done with heavy steel wire 
that is attached to the wooden 
frame. One-inch mesh chicken wire 
then is stretched and fastened over 
the entire float, and a_ plastic 
cocoon sprayed over the wire, 
similar to the “mothballing” of 
military equipment. 

Decorating the floats begins 
about twenty-four hours before 
the parade, as it is an all-day and 
all-night task. For a large float as 
many as 700,000 blossoms may be 
required. Eighty per cent of the 
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flowers used to decorate the floats 
are chrysanthemums because they 
keep well. Marigolds, calendulas, 
stocks, delphinium and roses, are 
also used, as well as pansies, bird 
of paradise, orchids and gardenias. 
Special acreages of the varieties 
that are desired are contracted for 
by wholesale florists, and the 
flower crops are timed to bloom a 
day or two before the parade. 

Several years ago, one entrant 
decided to place 3000 tulips among 
the other flowers that would be 
used, and 3000 test tubes (each 
filled with water) were wired into 
place on the float. One tulip was 
placed in each test tube on the 
morning of the parade. Since then 
virtually all roses, orchids and 
otLer perishable flowers, are kept 
fresh in this manner. 

Floai designers have new and 
ingenious ideas every year and the 
trend, aside from streamlined and 
tailored shapes, is toward anima- 
tion. 

No float is permitted in the pa- 
rade until the float construction 
advisory committee has approved 
its strength and safety.

As a 
result, the patient would obey 
orders, and usually get well. That 
is, until such time when what is 
euphemistically known as human 
nature reared its ugly. head. Cer- 
tain “doctors” began to abuse 





their powers, while all too many 
of the public drifted into disillu- 
sionment when their idols failed 
to perform like gods. So the cry 
went up for Patient Education.

Pa- 
tient Education has really caught 
on. Already results are coming in, 
some of which were probably not 
included in the original plan. Fol- 
lowing are a few examples of ed- 
ucated patients listed in disorder:

They look belittlingly at 
your office equipment, and want 
to know why you have not yet 
thrown out your “old fashioned 
drill” for that new “pressure gad- 
get” they read about in the Sun- 
day supplement. They want to 
know why, despite fluorine and 
Gottlieb’s impregnation treatment. 
there still are cavities around: 
why, after eating plates of vege- 
tables, their gums remain soft and 
bleed from time to time. It seems 
that the more “educated” our pa- 
tients become, the harder it is to 
make them listen to us; instead, 
we now have to listen to them—or 
else!

Restoring 


an OLD MANSION 


Doctor Raymond V. Hennessy of 
Newtown, Pennsylvania, is now 
living in a beautiful and spacious, 
newly reconstructed home. What 
he has accomplished should in- 
spire any dentist to recreate a 
faded, weatherbeaten ruin into 
something new and useful. The ac- 
companying photographs tell the 
story of Doctor Hennessy’s enter- 
prise. 
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Pennsylvania dentist creates 
beauty and Twentieth Century 
comfort. 


The stone part of the Hennessy 
home dates back to about 1800, 
when it was erected on one of two 
lots that cost $63.90, by John Mil- 
nor, a stone mason who had a 
quarry there. The lot on which the 
house stands was once part of the 
old Newtown Commons—approxi- 
mately thirty acres of land along 
both sides of Newtown Creek, 
which about 1700, was set aside 
by William Penn for the use of 
the people for grazing and water- 
ing the cattle, so important to the 
early settlers. 

The higher section of this two- 
story home was built in 1904. 

In restoring the house, Doctor 
Hennessy tried to maintain all the 
quaint and interesting features of 
the original, and at the same time 
make it livable as we think of the 
term in the Twentieth Century. 
The original stonework, which had 
been plastered over, was uncovered 
and pointed. The old beams that 
had been concealed in one way or 
another were exposed. As much as 
practical of the pine flooring was 
restored to its natural state. 

Note the interesting Philadel- 
phia gaslight pictured in the front 
view after reconstruction.

As YET no one has officially named 
the game, “Taking The Profes- 
sional Man Apart’; yet this is the 
most popular public participation 
sport in the country today. The 
players are both men and women 
and the “field” may be a restau- 
rant, a living room, a train, or, 
in fact, any newspaper, magazine, 
television or radio show. 

And the insidious element in the 
situation is that much of the “tak- 
ing apart” is done either through 
ignorance or as an attempt by the 
participant to appear humorous. 

Cartoonists and television come- 
dians are typical examples. When 
in their search for laugh-provok- 
ing material, they run dry of ideas, 
frequently they turn to a dental 
office as a locale for the presenta- 
tion of some grotesque action. 





From their efforts they may get 
the laughs they want, but as a by- 
product they also plant new doubts 
in the minds of those who have 
been resisting the correction of 
their dental faults, and perhaps 
lower the respect regular dental 
patients have for the profession’s 
capabilities. Even when a group 
is laughed at “just for a joke,” its 
individual members rarely benefit 
from the experience. 

Most dentists who happen on 
unflattering examples of supposed 
humor or who read columnists’ 
distorted reports of dental opera- 
tions, believe they are displaying 
good sportsmanship by “taking 
it” in silence. But in refraining 
from action designed to stem the 
flow of such material, these men 
overlook public reaction to the 
misrepresentation of any subject. 
Regardless of how an untrue con- 
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Being a good sport is pointless 
and profitless when others are 
permitted to take advantage of 


you. 


dition is presented, there is a tend- 
ency for it to take on factualness 
through repetition. In lifting him- 
self to power, a man named Hitler 
employed this technique. 

Any condition that contributes 
to the destruction of confidence 
in dentistry requires immediate 
counteraction whenever and wher- 
ever it appears. It is a fight in 
which the individual dentist must 
play a major role because it is 
vital to his economic and profes- 
sional life that dentistry enjoy 
high public esteem. He is in a 
position to accomplish results be- 
cause he is a prospect for publica- 
tions that at times carry detracting 
cartoons or columns, and he and 
his family are consumers of prod- 
ucts sponsoring radio and televi- 
sion performers who rely on ob- 
jectionable scripts. Alert manage- 
ment in commercial fields is not 
interested in divorcing itself from 
potential consumers. 


Take Action 

The registering of a complaint 
is really a simple act. It merely re- 
quires the dentist to express him- 
self in a letter directed to the re- 
sponsible editor or station-mana- 
ger, and the communication may 
be limited to these few para- 
graphs:

It will be noticed that this let- 
ter does not beg nor plead but 
states definitely that corrective 
measures should be taken immedi- 
ately. This is based on the same 
action a dentist would take if 
someone were to attempt to pick 
his pocket or tear down the excel- 
lent reputation of a member of his 
family. When dentistry is pictured 
in a way that is injurious to pub- 
lic good will, there is no excuse 
for halfway measures. Definite 
and positive action is a must. 

Those dentists who question the 
result-getting powers of a letter, 
fail to realize that readers, lis- 
teners, and viewers, are the real 
bosses of a publication or broad- 
casting station. That is because 
they make up the “audience,” 
which is essential for continued 
profitable operation. Officials of 
public-information media know 
that few people who have an im- 
pulse to write actually get down to

expressing themselves in a letter. 
Thus, letters these executives re- 
ceived are looked upon as reflect- 
ing the: views of many, many 
others who thought of writing but 
failed to do so. In the case of some 
mass media, a single suggestion or 
complaint is considered as an in- 
dication that five hundred or a 
thousand others hold comparable 
opinions. This is the reason that 
a letter a dentist writes is given 
serious attention. 

Eliminating the participation of 
publications and broadcasting sta- 
tions from the “Let’s Take The 
Professional Man Apart” game is 
of utmost importance, but sending 
the public to the “showers” is also 
essential. This job, however, re- 
quires a different approach, since 
it calls for an attempt at public 
education. 

When the conversation at a so- 
cial gathering or in a_ business 
office swings to dentists and den- 
tistry, the topic invariably gets 
around to the sums involved in 
professional charges. It is not un- 
usual, for instance. for someone 
to mention the $125 charged for 
a partial denture, and then reduce 
that figure to so-much-per-hour on 
the supposition that this represents 
the dentist’s hourly earning for 
the work involved. To the man 
who spends his day alongside a 
dental chair, this reasoning sounds 
a bit foolish, but to the layman it 
is simply ignorance of facts. He 
is unaware that in the course of a 
year, his dentist pays thousands of 
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dollars for materials, supplies and 
laboratory work, plus equally im- 
pressive sums for maintenance of 
his operating quarters, equipment 
repair and replacement, and other 
professional expenses. 


Your Expenditures 

Baseless claims regarding dental 
income can be made to fall off 
rapidly through public education 
that explains how the purchases of 
the community’s dentist add many 
thousands of dollars to the eco- 
nomic health of the locality. The 
accomplishment of this desirable 
objective is a relatively simple 
matter, too. A community dental 
association need only question a 
cross section of members, to learn 
what the average dentist pays out 
annually in the conduct of his pro- 
fessional operations. In multiply- 
ing this figure by the number of 
dentists in the section, a total will 
be arrived at that is certain to 
astonish the man or woman who 
might otherwise believe a dentist’s 
fees go right into his pocket. 

Of course, information of this 
character accomplishes its pur- 
poses only after it is furnished to 
the press, and this task is simpli- 
fied by having the expenditure fig- 
ures included in the official busi- 
ness at the dental group’s next 
meeting, attended by reporters 
from local papers and other news 
agencies. The presentation of these 
statistics as educational and in- 
formative news, contributes to the 
correction of public misunder- 
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standing regarding professional fi- 
nances without subjecting the den- 
tal group to a large expenditure. 
This same good will creating 
technique is applicable when it is 
found desirable to tell local resi- 
dents how many patients are cared 
for at a local clinic and how many 
hours dentists contribute to the 
service. The cooperation of den- 
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will cease, unless intelligent and 
aggressive steps are taken. The 
procedures outlined here have 
proved valuable in shutting off the 
flow of so-called humor and creat- 
ing understanding and apprecia- 
tion of dental services. Of course, 
some personal effort is required, 
and a minimum of dollars, too, 
but the end objectives are neces-

I RECENTLY left a small town prac- 
tice and returned to the big city, 
which had sustained me before | 
left it almost two decades ago.

The dentist’s preference for 


laissez faire, the short-cut, and his | 


apathy toward any method that 
requires time and careful study, 


have not diminished in the course | 


of the years. You would see how 
new, time-saving devices retard 


rather than advance efficiency in 


the hands of at least one dentist. 

The ragged edges of an aged 
amalgam in the left lower cuspid 
beg to be replaced. You visit a 
classmate, and he does it for you. 
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He finds a nice, clean cavity, 
alive but not too  sensitive—a 
bonanza. Brrrr, an engine attach- 
ment mixes the alloy-mercury in 
seconds. Brrrr, an electrical amal- 
vam carrier-condenser fills the 
vacancy in seconds. A burnisher, 
the likes of which you have never 
seen, completes the operation. The 
speed and apparent efficiency fill 
you with a grievous sense of in- 
feriority, as you think of all the 
precious time you had wasted with 
old-fashioned instruments. You 
are less sorry for yourself a week 
later, however, when a click of 
metal in your soup plate informs 
you that the “thing” has out- 
lived its useiulness. As a patient, 
strangely you had acquired the 
patient's psychology. You wrap 
the metal in tissue and carry it to 
the next dentist. 


The Esoteric Dentist 

Shortly afterward, a silicate res- 
toration of long standing slips out 
of your right lower cuspid. The 
tooth does not feel comfortable, 
and you suggest to dentist num- 
ber two a zinc oxide-eugenol for 
a while. The dentist examines the 
tooth and sees no reason for not 
refilling it permanently. He has 
a new cavity lining that scoffs at 
devitalization. Besides, his silicate 
has been tested for arsenic and 
other poisonous drugs and has re- 
ceived a clean bill of health. And 
when the silicate is mixed, applied, 
trimmed as it sets, minus the cel- 
luloid strip, immediately polished 
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with a paper disk in the engine, 
and dismissed without a coco-but- 
ter coating, you know that the sili- 
cate is different from any silicate 
you have ever used, seen or heard 
about. And you leave with a sense 
of defeatism and a foreboding. 


The Assembly Line Specialist 

You had known Doctor X as a 
young, ambitious, but modest fel- 
low, in a plain little office, strug- 
gling to build up an oral surgery 
practice. Both cuspids are now 
screaming for his service, with the 
“silicated” member as the emer- 
gency. The grandeur of his suite 
overwhelms you. The spacious, 
well-appointed reception room is 
out of this world. Doors lead to 
offices, operating rooms, and rest 
rooms. White angels flutter about 
like queen bees over a hive. Do 
you wish to see Doctor X, or one 
of his associates? 

You are invited into a compart- 
ment where you are seated at a 
desk opposite a sweet angel fin- 
gering printed sheets, which re- 
mind you of Schedule C of an in- 
come tax return. She reads, you 
answer. Name, address, phone 
number, age, occupation, symp- 
toms; ever been ill, hospitalized? 
When last examined by a physi- 
cian; physician’s name, phone 
number. Any heart trouble, dizzy 
spells? Ever taken sulpha drugs, 
antibiotics, narcotics, alcohol? 
Who was your last dentist? And 
so forth. You are left with your 
acute, convulsing pulpitis while the 
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documentary is carried into the 
inner chambers, you assume, for 
processing. You offer a_ silent 
prayer that your IQ will be favor- 
ably and speedily judged. 

At last you are brought face to 
face with Doctor X, and you em- 
brace like old friends. You are 
sent to an operating room where 
an associate takes “x-rays” and 
another white angel feeds you a 
pill of phenobarbital. In the next 
room another associate gives you 
a mandibular block that turns out 
to be a dud. Another shot takes, 
but stops short of its destinaticn. 
You are back with Doctor X who 
gives you a supplementary long 
buccal injection. A white cap is 
pulled over your head and eyes, 
down to the tip of the nose. You 
know you are going to “enjoy” 
this, as you feel the clamp of the 
forceps, and your body stiffens 
with the jerk and twist of it. The 
loud snap of the crown momen- 
tarily deafens you. The root is 
gone after with a vengeance. Lack 
of anesthesia has its advantages. 
Your mind can follow every twist 
and turn of the instrument. It can 
also dwell painstakingly on the re- 
lationship between questionnaire 
and the job at hand, wondering 
wherein you had blundered in 
your answers. ... 


Oral Surgery Without Glamour 
You carry your amalgamized 
cuspid to another oral surgeon, 
an old crony you have known in the 
good old days. A somewhat faded 
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prosperity here; a lonely operator, 
one white angel, no questionnaire. 
You are given an infiltration and 
it works. You cannot check on the 
technique because the operation is 
performed on an area as foreign 
as the frozen north. Within min- 
utes you have regained your pro- 
fessional mien in a chat with a 
man who had not lost his head in 
the stormy seas of mass produc- 
tion. 

It is good for a dentist to ex- 
perience the feel of being a pa- 
tient in an estranged atmosphere 
—to get the patient psychology 
once in awhile. As a_ patient. 
whom of the two oral surgeons 
would you choose? Well, the fee 
would tell the story. If number 
one would ask a fee of $25, you 
would consider it reasonable; and 
if number two would ask more 
than $5, you would think you had 
been robbed! 

As to the general practitioners 
who keep the specialist in clover. 
they would be well advised to re- 
member that gadgets and gim- 
micks are no substitutes for judg- 
ment and fingers. While new me- 
chanical appliances and materials 
to lighten and quicken the work 
are blessings for the conscientious 
and efficient, they work in reverse 
in the hands of the less efficient. 

Mass audiences of the nature of 
state and national meetings are 
of late being subjected to educa- 
tion by remote control. So far they 
are of two varieties, theoretical 
and practical. The first is by way 
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of sound; the other, sound and 
vision. You and two _ thousand 
others are seated in the large hall 
facing a platform that was once 
peopled with living, throbbing 
human beings, but is now a vac- 
uum, dark, deserted, devoid of 
life, warmth, sparkle. You face 
that void out of habit—you might 
as well turn sideways, backways, 
anyway, because education will 
come from above, over your head, 
by way of electrically charged air 
waves. 


Ethereal Education 

An ethereal chairman sounds 
off with the introduction of an 
equally invisible essayist, and the 
latter takes over. It is really fun. 
There is no effort at all; no cran- 
ing of neck over heads, around 
massive posts, no straining of 
eyes and nerves. You can relax, 
throw your head backward, or 
rest it on a friendly neighbor’s 
shoulder, close your eyes and take 
a snooze if you need it and not 
miss a trick. Because what you 
hear is not just a voice; it is an 
electric charge that will penetrate 
the thickest wall, certainly the 
thin layer of bone tissue over the 
medulla oblongata. 

Then there is the television 
method, with both svund and 
vision. No more motion picture 
film with its eye-killing flicker 
and the monotonous humdrum of 
the projection machine. No more 
the rackety stereoscope with its 
marred, mixed-up cracked slides. 
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The television picture is clear, the 
sound excellent, and the demon- 
strator, alone with his patient or 
material in his office, undisturbed 
by audience reaction and missing 
nothing in props, can and does 
deliver the goods. 

But in retrospect, on your way 
home, your enthusiasm cools and 
you begin to feel like the man 
who, after having participated in 
a sumptuous feast, wonders why 
he had left the table not quite 
filled. If you had listened to the 
voice lecture and carried next to 
nothing away with you, you know 
that your undisciplined mind lux- 
uriated in too much comfort and 
took some strange flights. On the 
television there are minor lapses 
too. Distractions are human. They 
are only a matter of degree. With 
one man they are chronic, with 
the other acute. But everybody 
has them. But you had them in 
pre-electronic days too and co- 
existed with them in peace. And 
here you hit the cause right on the 
nose. There is no interchange of 
ideas. The mind is like the vac- 
uum tube that held you while it 
glowed. The switch is turned off— 
the magic is gone. What these me- 
chanical contraptions lack and 
what you miss is the human touch, 
the warm breath of live people 
caught off beat. 

To this writer, the most impor- 
tant part of the live lecture is the 
question-and-answer _period—the 
post-mortem. Lapses are filled in. 
Other listeners’ queries light up 
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dark corners you had never sus- 
pected. It is an opening of minds 
and hearts, a showing up of human 
weakness and strength; it is the 
living theater minus footlights and 
make-up. The hero on a pedestal 
becomes one of us, and a showing 
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ing strength. He is human too, 
has his lapses that need filling in, 
which is good for the soul.

ECONOMIC SECURITY FOR PROFESSIONAL MEN 
THE INCREASING pressures and tensions of modern life are making it 
necessary, or at least desirable, for men and women to retire from 
gainful employment at earlier ages. 

Thus, with natural life lengthening, and working life shortening, 
there is an ever-increasing period which must be provided for through 
savings. Effective saving, however, has been made difficult by low in- 
terest rates, high taxation, and wide fluctuations in investment values. 

In many ways, the problem of economic security is more difficult 
for the professional man than for any other because, in addition to all 
the ordinary hazards, he is beset by the following unique circum- 
stances: 

1. The substantial investment which he must make in time and money 
in preparing himself for his profession is put into a single, living asset 
—his personal skill—which vanishes the moment he ceases practice. 

2. The single resource possessed by the professional man is his future 
earning capacity; he must set up a “sinking fund,” which will replace 
his used-up earning capacity as he advances in age. 

3. Further, in the event of illness or accident, the income of the pro- 
fessional man immediately ceases; because he in himself is his entire 
enterprise, he does not possess a factory or business organization, which 
will continue to earn for him despite the fact that he temporarily is 
not directing it. 

4. In order successfully to practice his profession, the professional 
man, above all others, must have freedom from worry concerning the 
future security of himself and his family. 

5. He must also have freedom from the constant distractions of 
attempting to manage his own investment program, because either he 
will lose all his savings through inadequate attention to his investments, 
or he will become a good investment man with a part-time practice. 

If he is not to gamble blindly, the professional man must forecast 
his economic needs in the various contingencies, which are of com- 
mon and statistically predictable occurrence.—E. L. R. WILLIAMson, 
Journal of Canadian Dental Association.

I HAVE not been feeling too well 
lately.

Anyway, Jane let him fix up a 
room with a desk in it, some com- 
fortable chairs and many of his 
personal things. I asked him why 
he needed a study. And, brother, 
I put plenty of emphasis on the 
word study. I asked if he did not 
have a business office in his dental 
suite.

He said that when he reached 


his office in the morning, patients 
began coming in before he could 
look over his personal mail. He ex- 
plained that he did not like to use 
his lunch hour as he felt he should 
take all that time to eat, relax, and 
talk to his friends. Therefore, he 
said, he just glances at his personal 
mail, and unless he thinks it ur- 
gent, he takes it home. When he ar- 
rives home, before or after dinner, 
he takes time to go over his mail 
carefully and either answers it him- 
self or writes his answer with pen- 
cil to give to his secretary next 
morning. 

He said that before he started 
doing this, he attended to his cor- 
respondence halfheartedly, often 
not taking the time to understand 
what he had read. Now, he says, 
he gives his home address for most 
of his personal mail. He has his 
dental magazines and other litera- 
ture sent home and says that he 
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finds he reads them more thor- 
oughly. Usually there is some time 
before bedtime to do a little work 
in his study. 

I graciously asked if he would 
mind if I sat down in his study. I 
sat at his desk. He had everything 
on it or in it—paper clips, elastic 
bands, pencil sharpener, letter seals, 
plenty of stamps, stationery, scis- 
sors, a dictionary. In fact, you 
would have thought he was the 
editor of The New York Times. 

On one side of the desk was a 
bookcase with his dental library, 
books and magazines; on the other 
side, a shelf at a height so he could 
reach it easily while sitting at his 
desk. This shelf held his files. I 
must admit that it was cozy and 
relaxing. Wilbur said he enjoyed 
going into his study with all his 
things arranged conveniently a- 
round him and with no one to 
disturb him. Here, he said, he at- 
tended to all his personal business, 
taking plenty of time to study and 
understand things before he tried 
to settle them. 

The most amazing thing in his 
study is a large index ledger. which 
he calls The Book. It is really a 
reservoir of information. In it, he 
records virtually every business 
transaction, which concerns any 
capital assets of his estate. How- 
ever, such current expendable ma- 
terials as household and office sup- 
plies, he does not record there. Any 
transaction, of which he thinks in- 
formation might be important in 
the future, is recorded. 
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If he buys a typewriter, lawn 
mower, casting machine, or auto- 
mobile, he records in The Book 
when and where he bought such 
items, their cost and other perti- 
nent information. Stocks, bonds, 
deeds, leases, and in fact, pertinent 
data regarding ali legal and busi- 
ness transactions, are noted in The 
Book. Also information regarding 
where all his insurance policies are 
kept, where he keeps his will and 
birth certificate. In fact, The Book 
is a record of what he has, what 
he has done, when he did it, and 
where it is now. 

Wilbur says he is on better terms 
with his wife and his office assistant 
since he started using The Book, 
as he is not always blaming them 
for misplacing things.

The al- 
phabetical files, for things he does 
not expect to have to look at often 
but wishes to keep, he stores in the 
attic. 


Annual Housecleaning 

Once a year he goes through the 
numerical files and destroys any 
papers or letters not necessary to 
keep, and transfers to the alpha- 
betical files papers he feels should 
be kept.

THE MARKS OF A PROFESSION 


More THAN forty years ago Abraham Flexner set down six criteria’ to 


use to judge a profession: 
1. Intellectual operations coupled with large individual responsibili- 
ties 
. Raw materials drawn from science and learning 
. Practical application 
. An educationally communicable technique 


. Tendency toward self-organization 
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. Increasingly altruistic motivation 
ow does the dental profession fulfill these criteria? 
Intellectual operations coupled with large individual responsibilities: 


Although much of the activity of the dentist is concerned with execu- | 


tion of mechanical procedures, the basis upon which he operates cer- 
tainly calls for knowledge of biologic fundamentals, so therefore he is 
activated by intellectual standards. Judgments are required in the man- 
agement of each individual case, and certainly responsibility is of a 
high order. 

Raw materials drawn from science and learning: The raw materials 


that the dentist utilizes are drawn from the biologic sciences, but the 


execution of his procedures is based on the laws of physics, mechanics, | 


and engineering. The dentist must be an intellectual in the matter of his 
fundamental biologic knowledge; a planner according to sound mechan- 


ical principles; and an expert craftsman to combine the biologic and

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mechanical. There is no other profession that touches the public health, 
except the surgeon’s, in which the practitioner must be so technically 
skilled to execute his judgments. 

Practical application: Dental care is not some luxury to be bought 
by a select and small group in the population. With the exception of 
the demands for food, clothing, and shelter, dental services are required 
by more people than any other necessity. All ages, all social and eco- 
nomic groups need the services of a dentist. At least 95 per cent of the 
population can be counted in the dental market. No vocation could be 
more necessary or practical. 

An educationally communicable technique: Provided a person is 
possessed of high intelligence and has definite mechanical skills, the 
techniques of dentistry are readily communicable. Mere scholarship is 
not enough, neither is mere finger craft. The dentist must combine the 
two in fine degree. In this sense the educational disciplines in dentistry 
are more rigorous than in any other profession. 

Tendency toward self-organization: The dentist is certainly an indi- 
vidual producer. He is his own designer, purchasing, production, and 
sales manager. He is his own comptroller and shop superintendent. He 
must be the diagnostician to evaluate each case, the engineer to plan 
each operation, the surgeon or jeweler to execute each detail. From this 
multitude of abilities that are required the dentist becomes an individ- 
ualist of the first rank and must establish an efficient kind of self-or- 
ganization and self-reliance. 

Increasingly altruistic motivation: The most concrete evidence of this 
quality is shown by the incessant activity on the part of dentists to de- 
stroy their own markets by finding the causes of dental disease. No 
business has ever been known to destroy markets for its products and 
to reduce the number of consumers. Every day the dental profession 
does just that. This is certainly evidence of altruism of high degree. 

The application of the six criteria of Flexner qualifies the dental pro- 
fession as one of the highest order in society.

Loss of Taste 

Q.—A patient, a woman aged 30, has 
been unable to taste food on the front 
and right side of her tongue for over 
two months. I made an_ uneventful 
mandibular injection to restore some 
cavities on the lower right side, and the 
loss of taste occurred shortly, if not im- 
mediately, afterward. Her physician 
gave her an injection of vitamin B-1Z 
each day for six days with no results, 
and at present she is taking daily injec- 
tions of another vitamin. Her physician 
is as baffled as I am. The patient is in 
excellent physical condition, and all her 
mouth tissues are normal, including the 
tongue. 

Will you give me your opinion of this 
case? I shall certainly appreciate it.— 
C. H. C., Wyoming. 

A.—tThe case presented in your 
letter of a patient suffering loss of 
taste on the right side of her 
tongue following a right mandib- 
ular local anesthesia is rather un- 
usual. However, we have had sim- 
ilar cases reported, and we believe 
it is not due to the manner of the 
injection but rather to the lingual 
nerve reacting in an inexplicable 
manner to the anesthetic. 

We believe the condition will 
eventually clear up, especially if 
the patient makes every effort to 
disregard it—G. R. WARNER. 


Abscess Causes Kidney Stones 
Q.—Six weeks ago a man patient, 
about 50 years of age, came to the of- 
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fice with a swollen jaw due to a lateral 
abscess on a lower second molar. This 
was the first time the tooth had caused 
him discomfort. 

After waiting a couple of days, I ex- 
tracted the tooth. There were compli- 
cations, and the condition cleared up 
(due to patient’s high susceptibility to 
the antibiotics, we were unable to take 
advantage of using them). 

A week ago the patient was taken to 
the hospital with a severe pain due to 
the passage of kidney stones. The at- 
tending physician said the kidney at- 
tack was probably due to a secondary 
infection from the infected tooth. Is this 
possible? ——-W. L. B., Pennsylvania. 

A.—-I can say that the attending 
physician in your patient’s case of 
kidney stones was right in saying 
that the kidney stones were “prob- 
ably due to the secondary infection 
from the infected tooth.” In fact, 
urologists believe that a high per 
cent of kidney stones result from 
infection elsewhere in the body, 
and oral infection seems to be a 


common cause.—G. R. WARNER. 


Dentures for Child 


Q.—How would you replace the an- 
terior teeth in the mouth of a girl 10 
years old? Because of excessive caries, 
I had to extract all four six-year molars, 
the four lower centrals and laterals, the 
four upper centrals and laterals, and 
the upper right first bicuspid. The only 
erupted teeth the child has at present 
are: upper left cuspid and first bicus- 
pid, upper right cuspid, lower left cus- 
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pid, and lower right cuspid and first bi- 
cuspid, and these are not fully devel- 
oped. 

I have stayed away from partial den- 
tures because of the child’s age, fearing 
that she may not give them the proper 
care. 

Am enclosing a full set of roentgeno- 
grams.—A. J. S., New York. 

A.—It seems to me that a ten- 
year-old child should be old enough 
to be taught to take care of her 
own remaining teeth and of partial 
dentures. I, at least, think that 
simple tissue-born dentures should 
be made for her, and that an effort 
should be made to teach her the 
proper care of them. Of course, 
they should be serviced, altered 
and remade, as the jaws develop 
and teeth erupt further—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Possible Allergy 


Q.—I have a patient with an ab- 
normal redness of the tissue of the 
mouth, This redness is mottled with 
small, white spots, which are not raised. 
The redness begins at the median line 
and extends back to the left first molar 
area on the labial surface of the gingi- 
vae and inner side of the upper lip. She 
complains of a neuralgic type pain. The 
hygiene of her mouth is normal, and 
none of her teeth shows periapical ab- 
normalities. She has a few restorations 
and wears a lower partial bar. This con- 
dition has existed for about six months. 

If you can give me a diagnosis from 
this meager description, I should be ex- 
tremely grateful—-M. A. L., New York. 

A.—We have had some cases 
similar to the one described in your 
letter, except that the white spots 
were caused by exfoliation of the 
mucous membrane. 


Our cases have proved to be an 
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allergic manifestation and have 
cleared up, in one case, upon dis- 
covering the food that caused the 
trouble, and in others by admin- 
istering an antihistamine. 

If it cannot be determined to be 
an allergy, | would advise consul- 
tation with a dermatologist.—G. R. 
WARNER, 


Surgery After Vaccination 


Q.—Kindly advise me whether or not 
it is safe to extract teeth of children, 
using nitrous oxide or procaine after 
they have received injections of the 
Salk vaccine. 

Some physicians have advised waiting 
about two weeks before attempting any 
minor surgery on such patients. Your 
advice will be appreciated—J. D. B., 
Pennsytvania. 


A.—Inasmuch as it has been 
found that the use of a hypodermic 
needle may incite the activity of 
latent polio viruses, it would seem 
wise to follow the advice of the 
physicians about waiting at least 
two weeks after the use of the Salk 
vaccine before instituting minor 
surgery. 

The need of removing a tooth 
usually can be postponed by open- 
ing the pulp chamber of an in- 
fected pulp or by pulp capping an 
exposed vital pulp. These proce- 
dures can be carried out satisfac- 
torily without the use of a local 
anesthetic and would protect the 
patient and attending dentist from 
the possible untoward results of 
surgery.—G. R. WARNER. 


Bleeding Following Extraction 


Q.—First I extracted a_ patient’s 
lower third molar exactly in the angle

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of the mandible without any special 
complications. The blood started to 
clot at once; after proper care. I dis- 
missed the patient. In a few hours, he 
called me out of bed. By that time there 
was too much blood to pack with gel- 
foam and make it stay, so I used other 
treatment and the bleeding stopped. 
The next morning, the patient returned. 
He still had excessive bleeding. I stopped 
it for good, but there was a clot about 
the size of my thumb adhering to his 
teeth. It was dark red and stretched 
and contracted like rubber and clung to 
the teeth like glue. 

Can you tell me what the condition of 
this patient’s blood was, and what I 
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should have done, so that if I have a 
similar case in the next fifty years, I 
will know what to do?—C. S., Nebraska. 


A.—If you had placed gelfoam 
in this socket immediately after the 
extraction, you probably would 
have prevented excess bleeding 
with formation of the large blood 
clot. But where bleeding does oc- 
cur after an extraction, 2 cc. of 
Koagamin, injected into either a 
vein or a muscle, is effective in stop- 
ping hemorrhage——Y. C. SMED- 
LEY.
